8 IR GERARD VANNECK having thought proper to diſturb

Secondly, I defire to know, What Line of public Conduct it is that he 
can boaſt of, during four Parliaments, to entitle him to offer himſelf fo 
particularly to our Notice ?—Is it his Independence in having voted an 
Addreſs of Thanks for the laſt Peace, in the Houſe of Commons, on the 
Monday Evening; and upon the Friday following, when a Change of 
Miniſtry ſeemed inevitable, his having given an hearty Concurrence to a 
ſevere Cenſure of that very Peace, which in the ſame Week he had highly 
applauded ?—Is it his Conſfiſtency.. in having uniformly ſupported the 
infamous Coalition in their flagrant Violation of Charters, by their India 
Bill, aiming thereby a fatal Blow at the Vitals of our Conſtitution, by 
endeavouring to eſtabliſh a fourth Eſtate PIs it his Patriotiſm, in havin 
aided their Manceuvres to thruſt themſelves into Power, againlt the Voice of 
the Nation, at the Concluſion of the laſt Parliament, by venal Majorities, 
which did not ſpeak the Sentiments of their Conſtituents ?—Or does he more 
pride himſelf on having ſtrenuouſly co-operated with them in their laſt daring 
Attempt to eſtabliſh an unconſtitutional Regency, calculated to deprive us 
of the beſt of Sovereigns, by aſſerting an unheard-of Right in a Prince of 
Wales, to aſſume the Reins of Government during the Life of his Father? 
—an Attempt not only reprobated, and looked upon with Horror at Home ; 

but the Diſgrace of his unprincipled Party in every Court of Europe. 
Or, laſtly, Does he claim to himſelf ſuperior Merit from the Engagements 
entered into with the Diſſenters, by a Member of their Body commiſſioned 
to ſpeak for him at their Meeting, held a few Weeks ſince at Stowmarket ; 
which Meeting, whillt it created an Alarm in thoſe Perſons leaſt prejudiced 
before, was the Means of rivetting Sir Gerard Vanneck to their Caule. 
Thus has he completed his political Career, by an Attack upon the 
eſtabliſhed Church, after all his Efforts, to overturn the State, and dethrone 
our gracious Sovereign, have proved ineffectual. — 

To conclude :—Let me intreat you, Fellow Citizens, to be firm, to be 
true to your King and Country. Be not caught unawares; but when you 
are canvaſſed by Sir Gerard Vanneck, or his Agents, let every honeſt Free- 
holder give a deciſive Damper to his Importunities, by openly anſwering, —
